"They 
are here for ihe sick and wounded when 
they arc wanted," said thy .Adjutant, "But'as wc 
are the Salvation Army, wc hope lo he per- 
mitted to hold meetings In our llall." 

They were at IcHF^Ih allowed to do this, but no 
open-airs were permitted, nor eonid the Band 
play in the Hall, neither conid "War Crys" lie 
circulated, or the Army FlaR he seen in the 
strceis, not even when a comrade died and his 
remains were carried to the cemeterj'. 

Amid all these exciting scenes God was with 
the de^'otcd f^alvalionists, helpinj; them to relieve 
distress where possible and hriitg* Salvation to 
the hcarl.s of the people. Some considerallEc 
lime after this the Adjutant ftnd her. comrades^ 
owing 10 the generous help afforded from various 
quarters, was able to supply soup to the poor, 
and in other ways to minister to the needs oi 
the people.

Christ 
Mill make all men want to do to his 
iicighbowr, as he would be done by, 
and in this way iirofitccrlng and sel- 
rishiivtis would lie killed and the 
Kingdom of Righteousness estab- 
lished. . , .

B Great reBrei was expr«>scd that 
our beloved Leaders are leaving us, 
and that .it snc)i shnrt iioiiec.

His early life 
was very mnch (he same as that of 
other boys, getting in and out of 
minor troubles and accidents that 
come Ihc v-A^vi youngsters luli oi 
life amt spirits. 

Attracted to Army 

The Salvai'tuii .Army eventually 
attracted him and he attended the 
mcctines in the old Iteform Club 
HalK God spoke to him and he re- 
sponded. Captain Vorke was then 
the Officer in charge of the Corps 
and under his leadership Wm. Cum- 
mins received a good training in 
Soldiership. 

Those were the days of open per- 
secution of the Army and the pro- 
cessions were bombarded with rot- 
ten turnips, fish, potatoes and CggS, 
mingted with mud when sueh was 
available. God worked in a marvel- 
lous way, however, and at times 
when the roughs at the back of the 
Hall were fighting with the door 
Sergeants ' and blood was flowing 
from injured heads, penitents at the 
front were getting their sins w-nshcd 
away through faith in the Blood of 
Christ. 

After eighteen months' of this 
kind of Silvation fighting the cnll 
to Officcrship came. He was not 
willing to obey, however, and not 
until he was on the point of. hack- 
tiiding did he realize what his Iicsi- 
latioij meaiU. He ihcii mailc a full 
surrender and promised tiod to go 
all the way. 

His first appointment was Can- 
ning, where he was pcrmiHed to 
put into actual practice the vow he 
had often made to stand for Christ 
alone. On Saturday nights, when

Tlic Command.int will never for-

first had charge of as Captain. The 
ITall would hold only twcnty-fivc 
persons and the stove was so small 
that he could carry it and the stove- 
pipe under his arm. Other things 
were small in proportion, including 
the collections. l>or the fir^t three 
weeks he lived on molasses, porridge 
and rice. The first bit of bread he 
got looked as if it had the yellow 
fever. Nevertheless, he stuck to his 
post and in due time God sent along 
kind friends who helped to make 
his pathway smoother. 
Severe Trials 

Then he had to pass through an- 
otlicr kind of trinl. TIlS clothes 
wore out and he had not the where- 
withal 10 buy more. He went to 
God in prayer about this matter and 
obtained the promise "Seek ye first 
the Kingdom of God and His riglit- 
eoiinncss and all other things shall 
bcadded to you." 

And ill lilt ensiling years he prov- 
ed tli.ii God never fails those who 
inist Mini. He started 10 give n 
tenth of all his salary to God and 
from that time, way back in WJ^, 
lie has not wanted for any good 
tiling. 

He has Ii;ict1o pray iiard and long 
at times as the devil ha^l oftCH 
icinpted Iiini to turn a^ldc. Iiut 
lliroiigh faitli he has coiiqncred. 
Scvenl times he wrote out his resig- 
nation, but after a sCnsmi of pmyer 
left it on the tabic till morniuK. The 
new day brought with it brighicr 
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hopes and the resignation, instead of 
. goiTig to Headquarters, went up im 
smoke. 

During his long service the Com- 
mandant has had varied work to do*. 
He has hccn a Corps OfTirrr. n Grace- 
Before Meat- Agent, a Tmancial spc-- 
eial, and is now in the iMcii's Social: 
work.
